Coffey'ls arrest was evidently due to 


the .enmity of Mrs. Harriets Da.vi-s, the 
matron of the home. Coffey declares 
that the woman tried to railroad him 
to an asylum because She wanted to 
get rid of him. "I have been at the 
home 
far two years" he said, "and 


have 
a place there for life. I paid- 


$150 
for the privilege of spending the 


remainder 
of 
my days there. For 


some time Mrs. Davl's 'has been trying 
to get >rid of me. She declared that if 
I did not leave the home, she would. 
Some time ago she and' her daughter 
became indebted to me for ?35 through 
the sale of a 'horse. She refused to j 
pay me the 'money and I 'brought tho j 
master to the attention of the board of 
directors. The board ordered her to 
pay .mo 'the money. Since then she has 
bee-n very bitter toward me. Now that 
I am discharged, I will return to the 
home 
and try to get along with the 


matron. She may leave the place if 
she chooses. I am going to stay 'there, 
for I have paid for the privilege."

He wears a pioneer bad: 


He first came to California in 1SIO as a 
slave- of William Bassett. He was born 
a slave in Kentucky on July 14, 1822. V.'hea 
ten years of age he was taken to .Mis- 
souri'by his 
master, Henry H. Duvall. 


As the boy was sickly, Duvall sold him 
to Bassett. 
- 


In 1851 Bassett left California and re- 


turned to St. Louis, taklns Coffey with 
him. 
Later he sold Coffey to Nelson 


Tyndall for $1,000. 
Tyndall owned Cof- 


fey's wife and children, and it was to 
unite the family that he purchased th-j 
husband. 
•

In 1854 Coffey came to California with 


Ben Tyndall, his master's brothel-. ' Cof- 
fey was permitted to go Into business for 
himself. He started a laundry near Sac- 
ramento and saved about $600. When the 
Page and Bacon bank failed In San Fran- 
cisco In ]S56 Coffey got In line with'those 
who were -waiting to withdraw their de- 
posits although he did not have any of 
his 
own 
money 
in the 
bank. 
He 


sold his place in the line to a "depositor 
who had $6,000 in the bank for $300. This 
money, aaded to the $500 he had saved, 
made $1,000. which he paid to Nelson Tyn- 
dall and secured his freedom. " 


Coffey then took up a ranch in Tc- 


hama county and was prosperous for a 
time. He had to borrow $400, however, 
to keep his, eldest son from being at lit 
to State's Prison, he 'says.- This, and 
other debts contracted, finally reducua 
him'to poverty.. In 1S91 his wife died. 
He now has seven children residing In 
California and Oregon. He declares that 
he has had a hard struggle.In life and 
hopes to be allowed to live the short re- 
mainder of his life in peace. •

ford but when a whole compaay at- 
tacked him in Wichita one 'day in .the 
summer of 1S71, 'he died with his boots 
on. Wherever he -went he was always 
followed by a crowd of admirers, but 
it fell 'to his lot -that a former comrade 
whom he had defeated in love betray- 
ed him to officers and was the cause 
of his untimely end. 


During the civil war Ledford was a 


scout under General Phil Sheridan. [At 
Springfield, Mo., he grot into a fight 
tilled six without stopping to reload 
lis revolver. Then lie made for 
"the 


Missouri river, and u-nder a 'heavy flre 
s\vam to the Kansas side. After that 
le ' quit scouting and 'turned outlaw. 
His headquarters were in the Arkansas 
•Iver bottoms, near Wichita, and his 
field of operation along the Une of the 
•Southern stage, coach 
route; running 


from Fort Sill to Wichita. Once 
he 


held up a forty-wagon1 government 
train alone, and riflejl the mail bags of 
thousands o£ dollars. He was the orig- 
inal lone bandit who has in late years 
thrived in the wilds of Arizona. • 


South of Wichita, in an unexplored 


region, was the rendezvous of it'he Led- 
ford 
bandits. After 
robbing stage 


coaches until they almost quit carrying 
money. Jack 
organized a band of 


horse thieves and acted as leader. The 
man who owned a valuable horse could 
not kee-p it long after Ledford's .band 
learned -where he stabled. 
The gang 


rode fine Kentucky-bred 'horses and 
lived on the fat of the land, as it -were. 


Now, in Wichita, a German doctor 


named Vig-us owned .the leading hotel. 
He was also the father of a pretty girl 
named1 Agnes. She was a buxom lass, 
with a wealth of long brown hair, 
a 


full face and sunny blue eyes. 
She 


felt In love with Ledford, "the bandit 
king," as he was pleased to style him- 
sel C. 
The Hotel Vigus -was the scene of 


many gay revelries, the dancing lasting 
until daylight. Ledford 
was a star 


figure at t'hese dances, and lie made 
no attempt to conceal his love for the 
little German girl. Her father was fu- 
rious, bu.t It could not be stopped. One 
clay the girl was, by pre-arrajigemeiit, 
standing- in front of her.father's -hotel, 
.when Ledford came riding down Doug- 
las avenue like wind. He drew near 
the platform but did <noOstop. As he 
reached the

from his saddle, caught her around the 
waist, and raised her into the saddle. 
For half an hoor they galloped .about 
town, she sitting on the great Ken- 
tucky horse in front of 'her sweetheart, 
the picture o'f conteptment and happi- 
ness.

"With ten extra passenger crews and 125 extra men in the baggage room 


and upon the boats," said Superintendent Agler 
yesterday, "we were 'en- 


abled to handle the visitors to the satisfaction of all concerned. Ihere was 
never a hitch in the proceedings on this division and there was not an extra 
that was more than twenty minutes slower than 
th« 
regular passenger 


trains. 
With eight extras a.day we made nearly the regular time and there 


was nevrr any trouble about placing the passengers on the ferry steamers. 


"Realizing that we would be called upon to handle a lot of extra baggage 


we decided to put on the ferry steamer Amador. She carried 
all the bag- 


gage, but carried no passengers. 
' 


"Besides the fifty-eight trains, thirty-four oC which were extras that ar- j 


rived during the four days, we attended to the regular local traflic, which, 
of course, -was unusually heavy, and we had a special to carry the shooters to 
Shell Mound Park, i 


"But with all this extra work, you can say that the railroad people hard- 


ly felt It. 
- 


"The -extra coaches have been taken to the round house, where they will 


remain until ordered out. We expect most of the visitors to return on the 
regular trains, but we may make up a few extras if thi-y express a desire to 
return together." 


The railroad people say they were greatly assisted in their work by the 


reception committee of the local Epworth League. As soon as a. train ar- 
rived the passengers were taken in charge'by the committee and shown upon 
the boat, thereby avoiding all confusion at the mole and upon the arrival of 
the boats in San Francisco. 


It was not necessary to put on any more passenger boats and at no time 


were the boats overcrowded. This was due to the train dispatcher's careful 
timing of the trains. By having the extras arrive at times when 
regular 


travel was light this was made possible and the inconvenience of carrying 
baggage on the passenger boats was done away with by putting on the 
Amador for that purpose. 


There was not an accident on the division during the four days, and the 


only change was the lively bustle at the mole. Everything had been careful- 
ly arranged beforehand and each man had been carefully drilled in regard to 
his duty.

Thirty couples who were married in 


good faith at San Rafael within the 
last two years are "wondering 'Whether 
the ceremony performed-was legal, and 
It is probable that the matter will bu 
taken Into the courts before the ques- 
tion Is definitely settled. Of the thirty 
cou'ples four are from this side of the 
bay. 


At twenty-four of these weddings 


the late Edwin Gardner, City Recorder 
of Sari Rafael, officiated, but it has 
been learned that City Recorders are 
not authorized to perform such cere- 
monies by law. Gardner's 
successor, 


J. J. Murray, has performed the re- 
naming, .six ceremonies 'Since July 10. 


Murray freely admits that Gardner 


had no legal authority, but he says 
that the last Legslature.authorized Po- 


ce Judges to officiate at marriages. 


He says that the Supreme Court has 
decided that City Recorders are ex- 
officio Police Judges and that, there- 
fore, under the act of the last Legis- 
ature, he has authority •which his pre- 
decessor did not have. Murray is a lit-

The following letter, giving in some du- 


tull the causes that led to the rash act, 
was found: 


VFriday morning. 


"Mrs. YVilkins: As 1 am POW on the 


eve of my departure lor the long journey 
from which there is no 'return ticket, I. 
desire that you will not burden yourselt 
with any funeral expenBes over my re- 
mains. 
If there IB, as 1 suppose there 


will be, an. Inquest, It Is my desire, that 
my carcass shall be used for'whatever 
the med-ical faculty may desire. 
"In leaving you thus suddenly I cannot 


entirely free you from blame. I told you 
yesterday I would not come back If un- 
successful in obtaining employment. \Vcll 
I got work yesterday and. was to have 
started OR Monday, but- nay reception 
from-you and your son was not of the 
kind that would induce mi? to continue 
our past relations. 
To live again by

plant hung over his bedside, ready to 
pay him millions for his process of 
handling- ores, he died without rev.eu.l- 
ing a word. From the 'time lie was 
stricken with appoplevy until the end 
came, there was not a mcmient when 
he was able to speak coherently, and 
his secret, worth untold millions, died 
with him. 


Coldhel Ford had worked for twelve 


years on a process of treating ore of a 
smelting grade without the expense of 
smelting it. He achieved a startling 
success, and was able, by (he use of a 
lew inexpensive chemicals, to extract 
the gold from ore of any richness with- 
out smelting it 
1. He guarded the pro- 


cess with jealous care, conducting all 
his experiments in his own room, and 
making a confident of nobody. 


"When, he wns sure, he had mastered 


the process he wrote to some large 
Eastern firms, and aB a result the Car- 
negie people became interested.A month 
ago they sent one of-their expert chem- 
ists here, and he has gone us far as 
Colonel Ford would allow him into the 
process. The old .man would not al- 
low the method, of 
trealmen.t to be 


known, but lie permitted the experts 
(.6 witness the results. Mill runs of a 
hundred pounds o£ rich ore would be 
taken into the Colonel's room and with 
his.secret process he would extract the 
gold as perfectly its a smelter could do 


Without knowing how it was done, 


the expert was satisfied, and quickly 
agreed to make'a contract with the in- 
ventor. By its terms Colonel Ford was 
to receive a round sum down, and a 
royalty from each and every mill that 
was established^ It has been reckoned 
that within a few years his income 
would have been one million dollars a 
year. 


But just on the eve of the day when 


he was to have made bis-secret known, 
his brain gave way under the awful 
strain to which it had been subjected 
to for twelve years. He had a stroke 
of apoplexy and from the time when 
he was stricken until his death there 
was never a moment when he could 
communicate hist secret to those who 
would gladly pay fur it. 


Colonel Ford was at one time, one of 


the wealthy men of Colorado. He was 
a miner in the early flays of T;eadville 
and made- much money out of the dis- 
covery of gold 
in • California gulch. 


Later he discovered the London mine 
at the h<vdd of. Mosquito range, and sold 
it for S400.0QO. He kept on accumula- 
ting by shrewd mining deals, and was 
•reputed' to'be'worth considerably 
thaij a million at or.e time. He lost it 


just straJghtene-d-up and -was begin.ninf 
to explain 'the joke when the driver, a 
hired..man at the fort, pulled from un- 
der a blanket in the wagon a double- 
barreled 
sholg-un, iload'ed with buck- 


shot. The G-oneral didn't see him flre, 
but "he turned around just in time to 
see tufts of fur and hair fly from the 
wildcat as it dropped from the tree. 


"Off. we-m the General into another 
ft of laughter. But this time the laugh 
\va.s on himself, for the hired man had 
t>oured both charges of buckshot into 
a. beautifully stuffed wildcat, complete- 
ly ruining it, and the General subse- 
quently paid the saloon-keeper from 
whom he had borrowed lit about $15. AH 
that Crook <=aid was: 


." "Boys, It was worth a, hundred dol- 


lars apiece to see five ,g'Oi)d marksmen 
miss a wildcat in broad daylight',at 
thirty' paces.' "

Peck." 


Having been recalled from his post 


at Teheran, Mr. Bo wen is not in posi- 
tion to assist the Bablst^, and the mat- 
ter has been referred to his successor, 
Lloyd Griscom, who is 
expected 
in 


Paris shortly on his way to Persia. 


Chicago a Babist Center. 


Babism was first heard of in 
this 


country in 1S93 at the World's Con- 
gress of Religions in Chicago, when a 
certain Babi named Ibrahim Kheirul- 
l;ih. who had. come to the States on 
business, grave a course of fifteen lec- 
tures on 
Mohammedanism 
and 
the 


various movements which had grown 
out ol! it. In the course of these lessons 
he continually referred to the Bab, and 
in a short time he is said, to have se- 
cured over 100 believers. He next pro- 
ceeded to New York City, where 
he 


published his lectures. Such were the 
beginning's of Babism in the United 
States. 
Of the subsequent history of 


the movement in America it is at pros- 
en t hard to speak. The principal Hi 
centers -in the States are as follows: 
Chicago, about 1,000; Kenosha, "Wis,, 
from '100 to 500;" New York City, about 


400: 
Washing-ton, Baltimore, Philadel- 


phia. Wilmington and Bellevue, Del.; 
Newark, Panwood, and 
Hoboken, N. 


J.: Brooklyn anil -Ithaca. K. T.; .De- 
troit, Mich.; Boston,

Babism dates back to. May 23, 1S44,

ment he declared himself not merely 
the "g-ate" Inadinsr to the Irnam Mahdi, 
but the point o£ revelation," the Imam 
himself.

. Miracle of "The Bah." 


On July 9, 1850, Mlrza Ali Moham- 


mad, the Bab, and Aka Mohammad AH, 
his dlscfple, 
were 
cli*a.gged 
by 
the 


Shah's soldiers for1 many hours through 
the crowded 
streets 
and 
bazars of 


Tabriz. Arrived at the appointed place 
of execution, the two were supended 
by ropes passed under their armpits 
to staples set in a wall. 
As the1 sol- 


diers were ordered to fire on them, the 
Bab said to his companion, "Verily, 
thou art 
with 
me 
in 
paradises!" 


When the smoke of the volley cleared 
away the body of Aka Mohammad Ali, 
riddled with bullets, hung lifeless from 
the staples, but the'Bab. had 
diaap- 


peared. 
The bullets had severed just 


above his arms the cords that held 


him. 
?Iere. indeed, seemed a miracle. 


Had the Bab escaped the whole of Per- 
sia would soon have been added to 
his following. 
But a soldier csiusht 


sight of him and dealt him a blow \vtth j 
his sword. When the people saw blood 
flowing from the wound thus intlicted 
on the unresisting victim .their doubts 
and 
fears va.ni.shed; 'the Bab's death 


was soon accomplished. 


The Shahs have martyred 
many 


Babis, yet, still in its infancy, as it 
were, it is said to count today more 
than 
1,000,000 adherents. The 
chief 


center of the church is now at Acre; 
Abbas Effendi is the Bab. The Bab 
year contains nineteen months of nine- 
teen days; fasting from sunrise to sun- 
set is ordained during the last month 
of the year. Strictest personal clean- 
liness is insisted on: the us^ of knives 
and forks instead o! the hands, is en- 
joined. 
Mendicancy is thus prohibi- 


ted. 


"The most hateful of mankind before 


God is he who sits and begs; take hold 
the robe of opportunity, relying in God, 
the Cause of Causes.." 


All are ordered to marry. 
Wives 


who for a period of nine months have 
had no news .of their husbands are per- 
mitted to marry again: but if they are 
patient it is better, "since God lovas 
those 
who .are patient." 
If a. man 


and his wife quarrel, he is" not to di- 
vorce her at once, but wait for a whole 
year, so that, perhaps, he may become 


reconciled to her. 


Nature of the Babist Faith. 


Babism is a religious great jjrancl- 


-child of Moha.mmedanism. which how- 
ever, it now- seeks 
to 
destroy; 
the 


grandchild of Shiism, and the child of 
Shaykhism, which originated early in 
the nineteenth century in the teach- 
ing- of a certain Ahmed Apsai. 


According to 
Shilsm, 
the orthodox 


religion of Persia, there were twelve 
Imans, saints, of whom eleven lived 
and died on earth. The twelfth, known 
as the Imam Mahdi, disappeared from 
the eyes of men in the year 340 A. D., 
and retired to the mysterious city of 
Jabulka, where he still lives, and where 
he will remain hidden until such time 
as he shall reappear and Inaugurate 
the millennium. 


At first Imam Mahdi continued to 


communicate with the faithful through 
the media of certain chosen persons, 
who were known by the name of Bab, 
or gate. There were four of these Babs, 
Shiism teaches, but the apostolic suc- 
cessor abruptly ended hundreds of 
years ago, and then beg3.n the period 
known as "the greater occultation." 


On the other hand, Sha"?khlsm has a 


fundamental doctrine known as "the 
fourth support," which maintains there 
must always be a "perfect man," capa- 
ble of serving as a channel or grace be- 
tween the hidden Imam and his church. 


Like 
'all emotional religious -move- 


ments in Oriental countries, Babistn 
has numbered many 
fanatics 
in 
Us 


ranks. The Persian government, at tiie 


fnstig-ation of the Mohammedan clergy, 
seeks to extirpate the Babistsmmrnm 
souks* to extirpate the Babists lest they 
overthrow the 
monarchical 
religion. 


The fanatic:* among: the 
Babists 
in 


turn make war on the Mohammedans. 
Thus, !t is said, a Babist, a man made 
wild by the persecutions 
of: his sect, 


was the assasin oC the present Shah's 
predecessor^ few years aj?o. Tt is with 
the purpose of tranqullmng the coun- 
try and stopping" the religious strife 
that Miss Peck and her associates are 
petitioning" the Shah to cease perse- 
cuting the Babists.—Inter-Ocean.

ed is as hard as rock. It is almost im- 
possible to break these jewels. 
And 


their luster, color and ingenious ir- 
regularity of form will -deceive anyone 
who does not use a magnifying glass 
on them. The head of this house tells

pawnbrokers when these stones first 
made their appearance.
